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Scandinavian 
Hospital Project 
In Korea 

Norway, Denmark and Sweden, 
with assistance from the Republic 
of Korea and the World Health Or¬ 
ganization, will soon begin to re¬ 
build and expand the hospital at 
Taejon, some 100 miles south of 
Seoul. The new project is part of 
an agreement concluded a year ago, 
which affirmed that Scandinavia’s 
medical assistance to Korea will be 
extended to September, 1968. Until 
now, this aid has concentrated on 
the National Medical Center at Seoul. 

The latter hospital, opened in Oct¬ 
ober, 1958, is jointly sponsored by 
UNKRA — the U. N. Korean Re¬ 
habilitation Agency, the Republic of 
Korea, and the three Scandinavian 
countries, Norway, Sweden and Den- 
mar have so far contributed $8.5 
million towards medical equipment 
and Scandinavian staff salaries. In 
the past five years, some 1,100 Kor¬ 
ean physicians, nurses and technic¬ 
ians have received training at the 
462 bed National Medical Center. 
The present staff includes 57 Scand¬ 
inavians and 750 Koreans. Over the 
next four years, the hospital will be 
turned over to Korean management. 

Funds for the Taejon hospital ex¬ 
pansion project will be allocated 
from the $6.5 million budget at the 
disposal of the Scandinavian med¬ 
ical mission to Korea for the second 
5-year assistance period. The World 
Health Organization will give $133,- 
000 for equipment, with labor and 
other building expenses to be paid 
by the Republic of Korea.

New Annual Event 

Starting this year, northern Eu¬ 
rope will have a spanking new dis¬ 
play window where manufacturers 
from all over the world will be able 
to show their products to an in¬ 
ternational public. 

According to the Scandinavian Air¬ 
lines System News Bureau, the first 
annual Copenhagen Trade Fair will 
open October 15, 1965, in the new 
Bella-Centret exhibition halls in cen¬ 
tral Copenhagen.

Smartly designed exhibition halls, 
covering more than 100,000 square 
feet on either side of an “elegant 
winter garden” foyer, will feature 
sections for home and household, 
fashion and apparel, gift and ad¬ 
vertising items, hobby and recreation 
and office and transportation.

Fair will be the introduction of 
“compact stand” sections, especially 
intended for those manufacturers 
who usually don’t participate in 
trade fairs due to the time, work 
and expense normally involved. 

A participant in the “compact 
stand” section will not have to be 
present at the Trade Fair. The ex¬ 
hibitor sends in his products and 
trained Trade Fair personnel will 
arrange the display and be on hand 
to serve prospective customers. 

Special exhibitions during the 1965 
fair will be a preview of Denmark 
in the year 1980 and a cavalcade of 
international industrial design.
